World’s  Best  White  the  best  white  for  cutting,  it 
always  has  good  stems.  Josephine  G.  was  a  great  favo¬ 
rite.  Asbury  Park  was  enormous  in  the  size  of  the  bloom. 
Thos.  A.  Edison  as  popular  as  ever.  Among  the  newer 
ones,  Eagle  Rock  Fantasy  was  outstanding,  12-inch  blooms 
of  the  most  wonderful  shade.  Achievement  worthy  of  the 
name  given  it.  Champoeg  a  beautiful  blending  of  colors. 
We  liked  Bagdad  better  than  Kentucky  Red.  City  of 
Wiellston  a  gorgeous  purple.  Orinda  gave  us  the  largest 
blooms  we  had  on  stems  4  ft.  long;  it  is  a  marvelous 
variety.  Prince  of  Persia,  Star  of  Bethlehem,  Crowdon, 
Watchung  Wonder,  Jean  Keefer,  and  Shahrazad  were  very 
good.  The  Commodore  bloom  was  enormous,  but  it’s  a 
low  growing  variety  and  the  stems  are  rather  short.  Rudy 
Vallee  was  just  as  popular  as  its  namesake.  We  could 
go  on  and  on,  space  is  limited  and  we  are  already  looking- 
forward  to  the  next  blooming  season,  and  thinking  of 
those  new  ones,  Amelia  Earhart,  Florence  Louise,  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion,  Long  Hill  and  a  dozen  others  you  have  read 
about  in  Derrill  W.  Hart’s  Roll  of  Honor  and  which  you 
will  find  blooming  here  at  Wildwood  Gardens  in  1933,  and 
we  hope  to  greet  you  here  during  the  blooming  season, 
our  19th  season  with  this  wonderful  flower.
